Souii-oiticiril papers at Berlin inti- 
mate that the conversion of the Bank 
of Prussia into tho Imperial bank 
threatens to boa somewhat • c ostly 
measure. There will bo a heavy ac- 
count for compensation. Tho Bank 
of Prussia holds funds paid iu by tho 
State to tho amount of 1,906,900 thal- 
ers, the remainder of tho reserve fund 
amounting to 3,000,000; moreover, the 
latest bank account shows tho Bank to 
hold 1,775,925 in fuuds, the invested 
capital is known to bo 30,000,000, the 
dividend payable to tho State in the 
last year ainounto 1 to 3,160,000 thal- 
eaa; tho bank is under obligation to 
pay interest on a loan of 15,000,000; 
lastly, shareholders are entitled to re- 
payment of 20,000,000 and of half the 
reserve, namely, 3,000,000, at a twelve- 
months' notice. 

German papers report two new in- 
ventions in the manufacture of arms, 
which have been made by Herr Leith- 
erer, of Bamberg, and are now under- 
<* going examination by tho military au- 
S thoritios in Bavaria. One is a new 
breechloader supposed to exceed all 
earlier systems in range, velocity, and 
trueness of shot. The other is a com- 
bination of cast steel and bronze in 
in tho manufacture of cannon, ottering 

• on the one hand the advantages of the 
efficiency of cast steel, combined, on 
tho other, with tho economy of bronze. 
Guiib so manufactured are affirmed to 
bo a complete match for cist steel 
Krupp3, whereas their cost little, if at 
all, exceeds that of bronze cannon. 

The Russian Mennonitiea have ab- 
andoned the idea of emigration. The 
Czar through (ien. Todleben, who was 
pout on a mission to them, gave them 
the piivilege of passing tho whole pe- 
riod of their military service in the 
civil departments of the Government. 
They »ra to be employed as foresters, 
as firemen, as artisans in the Govern- 
ment factories and as hospital attend- 
ants. In each of tho.^o capacities a 
number will serve together to enable 

• them to hold their peculiar religious 
worship. En accepting these conces- 
sions, the Mennonites ask that they 
may choose the one of those employ- 
ments they prefer, which, as a rulo, is 
forest work. They also demand tho 
tho right to leave tho country if their 
privileges are hereafter infringed up- 
on. They have ollored to build their 
own barracks and to keep themselves 
without any cost to the Govern- 
ment. 

— A 
r Berlin paper says : — "In I'reiburg jus- 
tice is administered with gratifying in- 
flexibility. Two young girls entered a 
bakery there f.j pay a bill, but their 
money falling a little short of tho re- 
quired sum they supplied the ticticit 
By Saving the young baker a kiss. On 
returning homo the youngest related 
the affair in a quiet, innoennt way, as 
if wholly unconscious of the enormity 
of her offence. Tho stern father, how- 
ax ovor, did not countenance tho pro- 
ceedings and took tho family priest in- 
to council, who in spite of rigid as- 
ceticism regarded t he ulVair as n paei,e. 
rnorfol and communicated if to the 
Byndicus. Tho latter, alarmed at tho 
progress of immorality among the 
lambs of the flock, called tho Com- 
mon Council togother, whioh, after a 
grave deliberation, entered complaint 
for fttte.inpt.ed seduction before tho 
prefect. Mean while the young baker, 
almost out of his wits as the fate 
which scomod to threaten him, fled to 
' Geneva. Hereupon tho police of 
Freiburg demanded that the culprit 
bo extradited, with which demaud 
tlio authorities of Geneva coiupUod, 
and tho young man was thrown into 
U prison. In the meantime the bakery 
had boen closed, and the business was 
f about to go to ruin. After tho pr 
had languished eighteen days in 
finement tho caao was finally brought 
boforo tho Supreme Court, which af- 
ter careful examination of the facts 
decided there was no ground for 
action."

The Municipal Election. 

The Chinese Organ claims a "vic- 
tory." Well, wo suppose it may, for 
tho party to whom it gave a Bort of 
quasi-supporfc lias won by actual count 
of noses — and such noses! Might it 
not hotter bo said that they won by 
count of tails? Tho "Heathen 
Chinee" has olected a Mayor, and our 
contemporary and its party are very 
woleome to all tho credit of tho ach- 
ievement. The Mayor-elect will not, on 
that account, however, bo denied a 
fair field; nor shall we bo found any 
loss ready to give him due credit in 
ao far as ho may seom to deserve it. 
Our earnest hopo is that he may dis- 
appoint the fears of tho lar^e and re- 
spectable minority who felt it to be 
their duty and iutorest to oppose him. 
But there are questions arising out of 
this election suggestiTe of serious 
thought, some of them of mere than 
local importance. We have said the 
Chinose vote has oloctod the Mayor. 
No honest man acquainted with tho 
facts will seriously question the cor- 
rectness of tho statement. It has been 
said that, as resident rato-payers, these 
poople have a perfect right to vote, 
Viewed in the abstract, tho principlo 
seems plausible enough; but wo iu- 
oline to think a minute examination 
into the matter will tend to show the 
propriety of making tho "Heathen 
Chinoo" an axeeption to tho general 
rulo upon which the principle is based. 
As a rulo, iu fact tVre is scarcely an 
exception, Chinese residents could not 
and do not, claim to voto in respect to 
any permanent or bona fide property 
interest. A poll tax, a hawking li- 
cence, or a trading licence, at best, 
constitutes the voting qualification 
■with these people; and it will at once 
be seen how, under tho former head, 
swarms of Chinamen or. for tho matter 
of that, women, who cannot be proper- 
ly accounted residents of Victoria, 
could be brought in to carry an elec- 
tion against the legitimate vote. The 
election of Tuesday last afforded a very 
fair illustration of how the Chinese can 
be handled at the Ballot-box by an 
unscrupulous party and how fraught 
with danger is their enfranchisement. 
In truth, us that element in tho com- 
munity increases, and it is increasing 
rapidly and will increase still moro 
rapidly as railway works progress, 
property interests will be in actual 
danger, if, indeed, they are not already 
in danger. On general principles, we 
contend that Chinose ought not to be 
admitted to the electoral franchise, 
either Municipal or Parliamentary; 
and vfo have no hesitation whatever in 
going farther and advocating that they 
should be debarred from coming into 
diroct competition with free labor on 
the public works of the country. This 
is a question which must soon force 
itsolf upon tho attention of our Legis- 
lature. It is simply idlo to argue 
against exceptional legislation. These 
jjeople are exceptional in every re- 
spect and their case can only bo met, 
justice can alone be done by excep- 
tional legislation and, we may add, ex- 
ceptional taxation, too. In conclu- 
sion, we may be permitted to express 
tho hope that no attempt will be made 
to fuftil all the promises made to the 
Chinose voters by the "victorious 
party" during tho late canvass. If 
one-half of these promises were kept 
the "party" wouldn't poll many white 
votes at any future election I

crnnient to this Provinco have not yet 
come to hand; but wo have no doubt 
that the people will bo uiatlo officially ac- 
quainted with all tho information upon 
this important subject so soon as the 
dispatches are received." Now tho mani- 
fest object of tho above ingeniously wov- 
en tissun of misstated facts is to relievo 
the Provincial Administration of any 
blame lor the delay under which the 
public mind is becoming restivo, We 
have for some time been in possession of 
the substance of Lord Carnarvon's dis- 
patch, which was received at Ottawa on 
tho 9th nit. and wo can, without any 
breach of confidence, say that our con- 
temporary grossly misntaos tho case. Tho 
so-called decision ol Her Majesty's Min- 
ister amounted to no more, it could 
amount to no moro, than tho simple ex- 
pression of approval of the polio J and 
offer of Mr. Mackenzie and advice to Bri- 
tish Columbia to accept. It is the ver- 
riest nonsense to talk about the rules of 
etiquette requiring that tho matter 
should come "through" tho Dominion 
Government. It had of very necessity 
to come not through but from that Gov- 
ernment. The attempt to shift, tho ro- 
sponsibility of delay is oven moro auda- 
cious. We write from the very best in- 
formation when wo state that the delay 
is caused by tho Provincial Government, 
and in this wisa: Whenever Mr. Wnlkem 
found himself compelled, as it were, to 
accept Mr. Mackenzie's offer, ho be- 
thought him how a dissolution and an 
appeal to tho peopls could bo averted, 
lie urged that the new Terms should bo in 
tho nature of, 'in "understanding" between 
the two Governments and that tho old 
Teims should Ho dormant. To this Mr. 
Mackenzie very naturally objected, con- 
tending that ho could not ask Parliament 
for the necessary votes on any such "un- 
derstanding," that in conceding the now 
terms, Canada must bo released from tho 
old, and that legislation on tho part of 
Columbia became a necessity and accept- 
ance by tho country a sine qua non. It is 
now Mr. Walkem's mission to Ottawa to 
endeavour to induce tho Canadian Pre- 
mier to fall in with his views and avoid 
the dreaded appeal to tho peoplo; but we 
confess wo cannot discover any ground 
for concluding that he will succeed in 
inducing Mr, Mackenzie to abandon a po- 
sition so congenial to constitutional gov- 
ernment and rendered so necessary by 
past experience, by tho unanimous Re- 
solutioti uf our own Legislature, and by 
tho voice of the people expressed at every 
opportunity throughout tho Province. 
It has been thought right to niako this 
simple statement of facts, in order th.it 
the people may know where the blame 
really rests for any delay which has tak- 
en place, or may jot tako place; and wo 
have only to remark, in conclusion, that 
there is a painful possibility of the whole 
thing being laid over for another year; 
for it seems probable that unless our own 
Parliament shall have performed the re- 
quisite legislation first tho Dominion 
Parliament may decline to vote the two 
millions for tho year's operations.

Yesterday our Local Contemporary 
had an article under the above caption 
which was calculated, if not indeed, 
to mislead the public mind.

Tho N. Y. "Times" Hays; — Tho col- 
Japsoofthe wretched "Katio King" 
juggld in Philadelphia ought to bo a 
warning to^tho sitnplo souls who aro 
ready to swallow tlio new-fashioned 
fnuids of tho ''spiritists." In this in- 
stalled ti young girl, who was repre- 
sented to have died moro than one 
hundred years ago, appeared as a 
"materialized" spirit. Sho talked, 
sang, gave presents, and roceivod many 
more than she gave.

Sev- 
eral upright, honest, and truthful men 
wero so thoroughly docoivod that they 
published elaborate statements' 4 ; testi- 
fying to tho verity of the "spiritual 
phenomena." They we're convinced 
that tlio appearances were supernatur- 
al ; and so candid a man as Robert 
Dalo Owen subscribed to this belief. 
The t rick of tho mediums has boon ex- 
posed, and the personator of the de- 
parted Katie King lias confessed her 
share in the imposture, and has re- 
turned the gifts which sho roceivod 
from the credulous people who thought 
sho had taken them into tho spirit 
world with her. It is only a question 
of time with tho inevitable explosion 
of^other such humbugs. Tho details 
of the Philadelphia jugglery are curi- 
ous; thoy exhibit somo ingenuity on 
tho part of the managers; but they also 
show a faith in human credulity which 
is almost sublime.

WtlEUKAS, the Brat section of tho Municipality 
Amendment Act, 1874, provides (among oilier things) 
that iu ivory city, being a municipality, a Mayor 
shrill bo elected annually. And that hucIi election 
take place at the same time and place as tho nomi- 
nation of Councillors, and the polling (if any) at such 
election shall bo bad and taken at such time and 
place, or times and places, tho Council shall by 
By-law appoint. 

Ami WHKllSAS, by the Bald Act it Is further provided 
that the voting for Councillors and Mayor, In every 
Municipality, shall be by ballot: 

And wilKltEAS, It Inexpedient that a time and place 
for the election of o Mayor for the City of Victoria, 
for tie- Municipal year, now next o-mjlng, shall bo 
fixed, ami that provisions should be made for the poll- 
ing (if any) of votes at the said election: 

lie it therefore enacted by the Mayor and Council of 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria as follows:— 

I. The . lection of a May.r for Die Municipality of 
(lie City of Victoria shall take place at the same time 
as, the election of Councillors for the said City: that 
Is to say, on the second Monday In January next: and 
such eb etlon shall commence at twelve o'clock noon 
on the said day. 

•i. The nomination of candidates for the respec- 
tive olllces of Mayor and Councillors of tho City 
of Victoria shall tako place at tho City Council 
Chambers. 

II. Tho Returning Officer of Yates Street Ward 
shall on tin- day of nomination, at noon, nominate 
such persons as shall be put In nomination, in that 
behalf , by some duly qualified voter, ah candidates 
for the said offices, as tho case may be.
